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LEAGUE COVENANT 
FAVORED BY LABOR 


Convention of the Amer- 
ican Federation Declares 
for Ratification Without 
Reservations of Any Sort. 


IRISH SYMPATHIZERS 
ATTACKED THE LEAGUE 


And Gompers Was Forced 
to Take the Floor in Its 
Defense—Denver Is 
Chosen for the 1921 Con- 
vention. 


Montreal, June 19.—The American 
Federation of Labor adjourned its 
annual convention here tonight 
after indorsing the league of na- 
tions without reservations. 

The closing session of the two 
weeks’ convention was a stromy 
one. Irish "S97 iiigathizers, support- 
ed by the progressive wing of the 
federation, opposed the movement 
to indorse the league and through- 
out the debatg@ on the question, 
President Samuel Gompers had dif- 
ficulty in maintaining order. His 
gavel was smashed in his efforts to 
quiet the proceedings. 

Mr. Gompers and the executive 
council will leave immediately for 
Washington to put into operation 
the program framed by the conven- 
tion. The first move, it was said, 
will be launched against the demo- 
cratic national convention to obtain 
corporation of the federation’s 
program in the party platform. They 
will urge also that the federation’s 
nonpartisan political poYcy, which 
was unanimously approved by the 
convention, be carried out. 


What Labor Wants. 


Labor program as outlined by tthe 
convention demands: 

Ratification of the peace treaty. 

Government ownership with dem- 
ocratic operation of railroadg, 

Curb on profiteering and high 
cost of living. 

Jaliling of food and clothing prof- 
iteers. 

Right to strike and abolition of 
compulsory arbitration and anti- 
strike legislation. 

Hands off in Mexico py the United 
States government. 

Indorsement of the Irish republie. 

Right of collective bargaining. 

Advances in wages wherever nec- 
essary to maintain the American 
standard of living. 

Shorter work day, if necessary to 
prevent unemployment. 

Fight Over the League. 

The league of nations issue arose 
shortly before adjournment. Its op- 
ponents were unable & gather suf- 
ficient votes for a roll call and a 
number of Irish sympathizers 
jumped to the floor and demanded 
that their votes be recorded as “no” 
on the records. 

President Gompers was compelled 
to take the floor in support of the 
league, when it became apparent 
that the delegates were swinging to 
the otposition 

Members af the executive coun- 
cil mad emphatic appeals in be- 
half of the covenant.., 

The report of the committee én 
international relations which was 
adopted, declgred that to reject the 
league would ‘be “indorsing the pol- 
icy of' greed, hatred and brutal war 
as the rule that guides in the set- 
tlement of relations between na- 
tions.” 

“It is not a perfect document, and 
perfection is not claimed for it,” the 
report added. “It does, however, 
mark the nearest approach to per- 
fection that ever has been devised 
for the prevention ef war. It must 
meet with the unqualified approval 
and support of the American work- 
ing people.” 

¢ Fer Iwternational Peace. 

“When has the American Federa- 
tion of Labor failed to place itself 
on record for international peace?” 
asked Mr. Gompers. “I can’t recall 
it. The federation has endeavored 
to use its influence and power to 
prevent war. Who has not strug- 
gled for such peace? ~Shall we now 
reverse the wninterrupted policy 
which we’ have supported?’

He made 
this empahtic declaration here to- 
Cay at his country ‘shome, “Trail!’s 
End,” in responding to felicitations 
of United States Senator Pomerene 
and others at the big community 
demonstration tendered him prior 
to Ohio’s delegation and boosters 
leaving for San Francisco, 

“I urge upon you, pilgrims, that 
I am not a candidate for the sec- 
ond place,” the governor declared. 
His announcement was received 
with yells of applause by several 
thousand persons who had jour- 
neyed to his home to pay their re- 
spects. “Further, I might say,’} he 
added, “I am not fitted for ‘the 
cuties devoiving upon a vice presi- 
dent,” 


The governor also intimated that 
he is not anxious to be a United 
States senator, declaring that while 
he would enjoy being a colleague 
of Senator Pomerone, “I would 
rather stay.with my friends at 
‘Trail’a End.’ 

“Wh I am a candidate or 
not, my ngth, my voice and the 
very impulse of my soul will assert 
my opposition to any senate ol- 
igarchy,” he declared.

In discussing the chief features 
of the campaign, Mr. Harvey, the 
general chairman, pointed out the 
fact that recent examinations in At- 
lanta for the various R. O. T. C.

A floating palace which had every 
indication of having been a “Monte 
Carlo,” with an “gasis” on board, 


was captured early today by federal 
prphibition agents, twelve miles 
from Macon on the Ocmuigee river.

the stream and grasped a sult case 
partly filled with bottled liquor and 
a small Keg that was still afloat, 
which was the only evidence, aside 
from the still itself that they 
brought back to Macon.

GETS DICK JESTER 


Notorious Convict of Oak- 
land City Camp Is Trans- 
ferred to Macon at Re- 
quest of State Prison 
Commission. 


Dick Jester, one of the most no- 


-torious inmates of the Oakland City 


convict camp, was transferred this 
morning at 6:30 o’clock to the Bibb 
county chaingang at Macon. 

Acting upon a request from the 
state prison commission that the 
transfer be.made, authorities of the 
Oakland City camp completed plans 
Saturday and this morning. Jester 
was called into the office and im- 
mediately placed in the care of 
Deputy Warden C. O. Cates and two 
other officers and started on his 
journey. Jester was Kept ignorant 
of the plans and did not know why 
he was being called into the office 
until he was told: to prepare for 
the trip. 

Jester wag convicted some time 
fago of an automobile theft and 
since being on the chaingang has 
been in the limelight a number of 
times. He was one of the party 
of convicts who held up a passing 
automobile‘ on the road where the 
convicts were working and, under 
protection of the women and chil- 
dren in the car, escaped only to 
be captured a few hours later. Jes- 
ter had secured. some. civilian 
clothes and was walking along the 
road when an automobile load of 
officers came by. Not recognizine 
them he asked for a ride to the city 
and since one of the officers in 
the car knew him, he was quickly 
accommodated. 

Much of the publicity about the 
whipping of convicts in the county 
camps has centered around Jester 
and at one time he wrote a let- 
ter to the Atlanta Humane society 
which was published in The Con- 
stitution. in which he charged ill 
treatment of the convicts on the 
part of the prison officials.

Changes Urged 
In Rules of Golf 
At London Meet 


London, June 19. — Changes in 
rules ot golrt were recommended at 
a meeting of the special committee 
of the Anglo-American golfers here 
yesterday, according to ‘I'he ‘limes. 
standaraization of the balls used 
also was discussed. y 

It was decided to*recommend to 
the Royal and Ancient Club of St. 
Andrews and the United States Golf 
association that, with reference to 
stymies, no alteration be made in 
the present rule, but that the Royal 
and Ancient club be instructed tuo 
write the United States Golf asso- 
ciation that the ruling of that body 
regarding stymiles has been found 
suitable. Recommendations were 
made to unify penalties for lost 
balls, balls out of bounds and un- 
Playable balls. The penalty for the 
first and last should be “stroke and 
distance,” but in the case of a ball 
out of bounds permission should be 
given clubs to govern the penalty 
by local rules, it was decided. 

Decision was reached to recom- 
thend that “the weight of the bal! 
shall not be greater than 1.62 ouncés 
and that the size shall not be less 
than 1.62 inches in diameter.“ The 
Royal and Ancient club “and tne 
United States Golf association will 
be invited to take whatever steps 
they think necessary to limit the 
power of a ball with regard to dis- 
tance, but the committee stipulated 
that should any ball of greater pow- 
er be introduced, the maximum 
weight may be decreased, but should 
not be increased, as a consequence 
of information obtained by more ac- 
curate weighting of the-ball than 
has hitherto been possible. The new 
ball recommended is equivalent to 
the 30-pennyweight ball at present 
on the market.

NEW LEADS FURNISHED 


New York, June 19.—Evidence in- 
volving persons “not hitherto men- 
tioned” in connection with the mur- 
der of Joseph Bowne Elwell, turf- 


man and whist expert, who was shot 
to death in his home here June 11, 
was obtained today, Assistant Dis- 
trict Attorney Dooling announced 
tonight. 

The names were given to the of- 
ficials by William Barnes, Elwell's 
secretary, who was examined today 
at a conference of detectives and 
members of the district attorney’s 
force. 

Barnes furnished the investicators 
with several important new leads. 
Mr. Dooling said. 

The officials are convinced, ac- 
cording to Mr. Dooling, that Elwell's 
ass2zilant was not a stranger. . 

“We have learned,” he said, “that 
‘even persons who had legitimate 
business at the house had difficulty 
getting in. This proves that who- 
ever called there was no stranger.” 

Barnes furnished the officials 
with the names of several pefsons 
said to have been “bitter enemies” 
of Elwell, Mr. Dooling added. 

Barnes expressed the belief, ac- 
cording to the district attorney’s 
force, that only a “man with a key” 
to Elwell’s house could have com- 
mitted the murder. 

Assistant District Attorney Tal- 
ley, who also attended the confer- 
ence, declared the situation was no 
nearer solution, although the offi- 
cials have “an idea of several peo- 
ple who may have committed the 
murder.” 

“But we haven't any evidence on 
any of them,” he added. 

The case will not be submitted to 
the grand jury, Mr. Talley said, as 
“there js nothing to be presented at 
this time.”

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GEORGIA’S EMPTY TILL. 


It is anything but to Georgia’s 
credit that the eve of its 1920 leg- 
islative session finds its treasury 
practically moneyless—empty to 
the point of insufficiency of funds 
with which to meet the per diem 
pay of the legislators themselves! 

This statement is all the more 
humiliating by reason of the fact, 
proven by federal statistics, that 
Georgia, the “empire state of the 
south,” is one of the richest states 
of the union, ranking fourth in 
point of agricultural production, 
standing at the head of the list in 
several respects having to do with 
fiscal capabilities, its banks bulg- 
ing with money, its per capita 
prosperity equaled by few states, 
its industries and commercial en- 
terprises generally in a 
thriving condition. 

Fairly bursting at the belt with 
financial resources, Georgia pre- 
sents the sorry’ spectacle of hav- 


~“~ing no money with which even to 


meet its obligations to its public 
servants. 

The situation is almost tragic! 

Last fall it was officially esti- 
mated by the taxation authorities 
of Georgia that the actual value 
of the real property alone in this 
state totaled at that time not less 
than three billions of dollars. 

It was officially estimated also 
that more than $400,C00,000 are 
on deposit. in the banks of Georgia. 

Also, it is estimated by our state 
tax commissioner, Henry J. Full- 
bright, whose annual report for 
the year 1919 is given in part in 
a news article elsewhere in this 
issue of The Constitution, that 
there are in Georgia “notes, ac- 
counts and other @vidences of 
debt” in excess of the amount of 
money in bank. 

And yet, despite this vast ag- 
gregation of property and wealth, 
Georgia is “broke” almost as flat 
as,a flounder, so far as the con- 


dition of its treasury is concerned! 


Something is wrong. 
What it is that is wrong is sug- 


gested in part by Mr. Fullbright’s 


estimate that “the total amount of 
so-called intangible, invisible 
wealth which escaped taxation in 
1919 (in Georgia) was about $800,- 
000,000! 


That would indicate that tax- 


‘dodging men of wealth and tax- 


dodging property offer, in a large 


“measure, the explanation of our 


deplorable treasury depletion. 
But fundamentally it is the law 
that is at fault, more than skin- 
flint property owners who take ad- 
vantages of legal loopholes to 


evade their duty to the state. 


And the law should be changed 
in such a way as to reach out and 
uncover every‘ dollar’s worth of 


- assessable property in Georgia— 
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leaving no loopboles, no avenues 
for escape. 

Then, with efficient administra- 
tion of the laws, Georgia’s poverty 
will disappear, without unjustly 
adding a pennyweight to the tax 
burden of any citizen in the state.

appearances the only ‘possibility of 
its failure at the polls Hinges upon 
the possibility of enough registered 
voters failing, to participate in the 
balloting to cause the defeat of the 
proposal by default. 

So the campaign is not so much 
one of education and argument in 
behalf of the merits of the pro- 
posal as it is »ne to impress upon 


the registered voters of Decatur 


the prime necessity of their voting 
on election day. 


The importance of this cannot be 


over-emphasized. Every qualified 
voter of Decatur should be so im- 
pressed with it that, whether he is 
for the issue or against ‘it, he will 
write his preference on a ballot at 
the polls. :

MISSISSIPPI IN LINE. 
Mississippi, one of the last of 
the southern states to formaiiy ex- 
press its position on the league of 


nations question, has, by an over 
whelming vote of the state demo- 
cratic convention, instructed its 
delegates to the San Francisco con- 
vention “to work for a plank in the 
platform indorsing the administra- 
tion of President Wilson, his work 
in the war, the treaty and the 
league of nations.” 

There was no half-way measure 
considered; no “ifs,” “ands,” nor 
qualifying yeservations—simply a 
straight-out, unhesitating approval 
of the principles for which the 
democratic party stands, foremost 
among which is loyalty to chosen 
leadership. 

The action of the Mississippi 
democrats is only a counterpart of 
that previously taken by the dem- 
ocratic conventions in practically 
all of the southern group of states, 
the single, out-standing exception 
being the recent Georgia conven: 
tion which not only violated the 
primary rules previously agreed 
upon, but shamelessly repudiated 
the democratic national administra- 
tion. | 

Several days ago the Tennessee 
democratic convention, held at 
Nashville, bitterly denounced the 
anti-administration of United 
States Senator John K. Shields, 
following which action the Mem- 
phis Commercial-Appeal said edito- 
rially that— 


“If Senator had 


Shields ever 
any delusion that in his treaty 
course he was representing the 
people who elected him he should 
by now be cured of it. He must 
realize that if he continues the 
seme policy that has marked his 
conduct in the senate he will be 
the representative merely of his 
own grievances and obstinacy. He 
has sense enough to know that 
personai pique or petulance cannot 
and will not prevaii over the wiil 
of the majority of voters in Ten- 
This majority will not 
permit itself to be set aside by tlie 
will of any one man. 

“Shields was condemned because 
he did not vote for ‘he treaty with- 
out reservations. 

“The sepator claimed that he 
acted on his own conscience. one 
thousand two hundred and seven- 
teen democrats in Nashville acted 
on their conscience.” 


Under the caption, “Another Sen- 
ator Repudiated at Home,” the New 
York World said editorially, dis- 
cussing the action of the Tennes- 
see convention: 


“Senator Shields, of Tennesse, 
is one of the few democrats enticed 
into ‘opposition to the league of 
nations by Senator Reed, of Mis- 
souri, who in turn receives hig in- 
spiration from republican sources.

D. B. Osborne, chairman of the 
soil improvement committee, man- 
ager of the Armour Fertilizer 
works, Atlanta, and one of the di- 
rectors of the Georgia association, 
in an article appearing elsewhere 
upon this page, makes a powerful 

nd argumentative appeal in be- 
half of greater farm production in 
Georgia. ; 

This objective, he reasons, is ob- 
tainable mainly through better 
farming; and to accomplish that, 
he appeals fof more: generous 
financial support of the Georgia 
College of Agriculture, thus to pro- 
portionately increase its capacity 


in the business of getting the 
greatest possible returns from the 
soil and from rural life. 

There is no deny:ng the fact 
that, as Mr. Osborne expresses it, 
the present-day tendency toward 
so-called industrial development 
and occupation on the part of the 
American masses, at the expense 
of agriculture, presents one of the 
most serious of the many problems 
confronting this generation. 

In the distribution of financial 
aid to schools and colleges indi- 
vidual citizens. and state legisla- 
tures are prone to favor the tech- 
nological and academic institu- 
tions, and neglect, in proportion, 
those institutions devoted exclu- 
sively to rural life and the devel- 
opment of agriculture; whereas, 
for the best welfare of the coun- 
try, if any favortism is to be 
shown in this respect the benefi- 
ciary of it should be the agricul- 
tural institutiors rather than the 
others. 

But all should be adequately sup- 
ported. 

“If,” as he puts it, “it is neces- 
sary and for the good of the state 
that $1,000,000 be added to the 
already splendid facilities of the 
Georgia School of Technology (and 
I am not denying it), then I con- 
tend that it is more urgent and 
necessary and for the greater good 
of the state that $4,000,000 should 
be added to the meager facilities 
of the Georgia State College of 
Agriculture.” 

Whether or not one to four is 
the proper ratio in which to supply 
monetary aid to these two splendid 
and valuable institutions is, of 
course, largely a matter of indi- 
vidual opinion. 

But that the exigencies of the 
day demand the most liberal atti- 
tude toward any institution that is 
directly conntiected with the pro- 


tural college cerjainly is—is not a 
debatable contention.

DRAINAGE. 

The convention of the National 
Drainage congress, to be held in 
Atlanta next November, in accord- 
ance with plans that were defi- 
nitely decided upon at a preliminary 
meeting of officials of the congress 
and a group of distinguished Geor- 
gians, in this city last week; will 
be an occasion of deep signifi- 
cance, not only to this city and 
Georgia, but to the entire south. 

This congress is one of the most 
important development organiza- 
tions in the country, n&tion-wide 
in its scope of activities, and its 
convention next fall will be attend- 
ed by approximately 2,500 dele- 
gates. 

The purpose of the congress is 
to co-operate with the federal rec- 
lamation service and the various 
state governments in the draining 
of swamp lands and areas subjegt 
to inundation by freshet water, 
and to reclaim them for agricul- 
ture. 

There are upwards of fifty mil- 
lions of acres of such lands in the 
United States, according to sta- 
tistics compiled by the federal de- 
partment of the interior, the great- 


‘er part of which is in the southern 


states, Georgia alone containing 
practically eight millions of acres 
of land of this character. 

Most of it is subject to drainage, 
and, reclaimed, it would be unsur- 
passed in point of productivity. 

Furthermore, nothing could add 
more to the general healthfulness 
of the south than the drainage of 
its swamp lands, which in their 
wild state are the natural habitat 
of the malaria mosquito, the lead- 
ing menace to the health of our 
people. 

Any movement directed toward 
the reclamation of the swamp and 
overflowed areas of the south, such 
as that to which the National 
Drainage congress is dedicated, 
merits unreserved support on the 
part of the people as a whole.

The democrats at San Francisco 
may produce a document equally as

do go into the realm of humor in 
ompetition I respectfully suggest 
one or Goldberg’s best series en- 
titled “But It Doesn’t Mean Any- 
thing.”” We have ‘boasted as a peo- 
ple of our sense of humor, even 
carrying international comity to 
the extreme of laughing at the Eng- 
lish jokes, while our solemn @ous- 
ins steadfastly refused to evén smile 
at our humorous efforts. But wnen 
it comes to politics we seem tv 
lose every vestige of our sense of 
the ridiculous and reel off columns 
of stilted phrases and involved sen- 
tences, solemnly declaring our faith 
in the fourness of two and two 
without even a smile. 


Before I am accused of being

The Crime of Victory.

Relation to State Development

A matter of supreme iniportance 
‘is to diréct our efforts in the edu- 
cation and training of our people 
along lines best suited to their en- 
vironment and opportunity. 

From its beginning to the pres- 
ent. time, the Georgia School of 
Technology has grown apace... A 
reading of its history shows that 
great numbers of prominent men, 
whose names are synenymous with 
the upbuilding and progress of the 
state, have contributed largely in 
time and money to its growth. Gov- 
ernors of the state have sung its 
praises ‘to the legislature, which 
has responded in liberal contribu- 
tions for the enlargemeft of its 
scope and facilities, as well as {for 
its maintenance. Merchants and 
manufacturers have contributed lib- 
erally for specific purposes. Kitch 
men have willed a _ considerable 
partion of their estates to the Geor- 
gia School of Technology. Kich men 
in the state and out of the state 
have from time to time contributed 


purposes, or deeded contiguous 
property of a considerable valu to 
the school to enlarge its campus 
and athletic field. emortal dor- 
mitories and hospitals have been 
built. Scholarships and prizas too 
numerous to mention have been do- 
nated by public spirited citizens, 
and last, but by no means the least, 
$100,000 worth of power machinery 
was donated by a manufacturer of 
such machinery. In short, the 
Georgia School of Technology has 
been deservedly supported, and it is 
sincerely hoped that this support 
will not only continue, but wax 
Stronger and stronger in time te 
come and Keep fully abreast with 
the necessities that are born of a 
magnificent growth. 


We need to vitalize our industrial 
life by the constant addition of men 
technically trained in engineering— 


chemical, civil, electrical and me- 
chanical—in architecture and .every 
other branch taught in our school 
|of technology. The building and 
operation of railroads, of steam- 
Ships; the improvement of water- 
ways and highways, of streets and 
Sewerage systems; the development 
of water power and extension of 
electric lines; the building of 
bridges, manufacturing plants, of- 
fice buildings, apartment houses and 
many other lines of activity that re- 
ee the services of the trained ex- 
pert. 


Need of Agricultural Training. 

But, important and necessary as 
a technical training undoubtedly 
is to the success of these numer- 
ous activities “upon which the 


growth and progress of our state 
depends. to so large an extent, there 
i8 a curficulum of studies more im- 
portant, that leads to activities that 
are absolutely fundamental and 
without which it would be impos- 
Sible for the state to progress in 
any direction. 

Georgia has always been, is now, 
and will always be an agricultural 
State. It was placed in the column 
of agricultural states by the Al- 
mighty, who gave it its soil and eli- 
mate, and this cannot be changed 
by the efforts of man. The big- 
gest thing in the state is agricul- 
ture. There is three times as much 
money invested in agriculture and 
twelve times as many people en- 
gaged in its pursuit as in all the 
industries in the state put together: 
while every man, woman and child 
in the state depends upon it for 
the very necessities of life. More 
than this for a close analysis of 
the materials fabricated by the in- 
dustries of the state discloses the 


nate on the farm. Agriculture. 
therefore, must be considered as 
both primary and fundamental. 
Trained Farmer Can Produce More. 
The present high cost of living is 
due in very large part to under pro- 
duction in industry and in agricul- 
ture, but from diametrically oppo- 
Site causes. Industry by the pay- 
ment of high wages in shorter hours 
of work has absorbed all the avail- 
able supply of labor, but labor, for 
some reason best known to itself, 
has seen fit to so slacken its ef- 
forts at pfoduction as to cause a 
quadrupling of the normal labor 
cost on all articles produced. On 
the other hand, agriculture has lost 
from 30 to 40 per cent of its labor 
to industry and e remaining 70 
per cent on our farms is giving 
from twelve to fifteen hours’ work 
per day, and in spite of this arduous 
toil the supply of all farm products 
is short and barely able to supply 
be country with the necessities of 


Paradoxical as it may seem, this 
labor shortage on the farm can be 
overcome ina manner that-will re- 
dound to the advantage of the farm- 
er in larger profits and to every 
man. woman, and child in the state 
a lower cost. The remedy lies in a 
in the purchase of all necessities at 
proper diversification of crops, the 
expert use of improved farm a- 
chinery and a scientific. technical] 
knowledge of the crops to be grown, 
which embodies methods that will 
guarantee to the farmer a maximum 
yiél dof all crops at'a minimum 
cost per pound or per bushel. 
Balance Agriculture and Industry. 

There is a balance point between 
industry and agriculture that wil] 
make for the greatest and most 
substantial growth and progress of 
the state that should be found and 
maintained. It makes no difference 
how great an effort we make for 
advancement in an industrial way 
(the greater the better), if only we 
make as strong arn effort in the ad- 
vancement in agriculture in- pro- 
portion to its importance. not only 
to the atate at large, but to indus- 
try itself. It must be borne in mind 
that advancemant in agriculture 
does not mean the planting of more 
acres, but rather the use of &cien- 
tific methods that guarantee the 
production ef greater crops on few- 
er acres. 

Today we are standing upon the 
very edge of a precipice, forced 
there by reason of the fact that 


we have failed to sense and rightly 
appreciate the most urgent need of 
our state. We have given either 
too much thought, time. energy. and 
money to the building un of our iIn- 
dustries or else too little thought, 
time. energy and nroney to the 
building up of our agriculture. The 
result is our industries have drawn 
from our farms not only the hired 
‘abor but the farmer’s own sous and 
daughters. 

Little inducement is held out to 
the the boy or girl to remain on 
the farm when they have before 
them the experience of their own 
parents who. all thelr lives, have 
worked from daylight to dark, aa) 
in and day out, slaving their very 
lives away with literally.a bare liv- 
ing only ae their reward. It is no 
wonder they turn thelr eyes toward 
the city with its bright lights. high 
wages, short hours of work. and 
‘an opportunity to get some pleas- 
ure out of life.

From 1910 to the present time 
covers practically the entire term 
of service of the Agricultural col- 
lege and it is a notable fact that 
even with their meager facilities the 
value of farm products of this state 
increased from $256,350,806 in 1910 
to $590,292,000 in 1918. This mag- 
nificent increase of 128 per cent in 
eight years in the value of farm 
crops is only a harbinger of the 
still more tremendous benefits to be 
confidently expected from an en- 
larged and properly equipped agri- 
cultural college. 

In the annual report of the Geor- 
gia College of Agriculture is given 
a list of twelve crops om which 
75.293 demonstrations were made 
covering 454,639 acres. The yield 
on these demonstration acres was 
anywhere from 50 to 100 per cent 
more than the average yield of the 
state on the same crops. Figuring 
this increased production at the 
value of these crops on the farm 
as given by the Year Book of the 
United tSates department of aeri- 
culture for 1919. we get a total of 
$9.762.054.96 as an actual increase 
as the result of good farming meth- 
ods on 454.639 acres. Now. if these 
demonstration mé@thods were adopt- 
ed by the state at laree, and sim- 
ilar gains obtained on the state 
acreage, the magnificent increase in 
revenue to the state would be $549.- 
539,550. 

From these figures it must be ap- 
parent to the thinking man; to all 
public-spirited citizens; tot he un- 
biased legislator; to the already 
rich man who desires to hold and to 
increase his wealth; to the noor man 
who desires to lessen’ the burden of 
his poverty. that the state hase a 
nlain dutv to perform in the build- 
ine up of the State Collere of Ar- 
riculture. and that it is to the per- 
sonal interest of everv citizen of 
the state whether of hich or low de- 
rree to stand hv and see that the 
state nerforme this important duty. 

Methods Bring Greater Yields. 

From all sections of the state we 
hear of fifty bushels of corn and a 
hale ‘of cotton to the acre grown 
bv farmers who use acientific meth- 
ads. One notahle case was from the 
farm of Mr. J. I. Smith. at Com- 
meres. Ga.. where a eraduate of the 
Collega of Agriculture, a Mr. Col- 
lins. raised three bales of lint cot. 
ton on one acre and worn aA sold 
medal and a cash prize of $1,000. | 

Thousands of instances. from 


character of soll and on every kind 
of cro rown in the atate proves 
vields a away below what should 
be normal avéragre crops. 
strations on nearly a half million 
acrés prove conclusively that the 
sole cause of this is the fact that 
our farmers are not schooled in the 
up-to-date scientific methods which 
only can give these results. 

The upbuilding and support of our 
agricultural college is the erying 
need of-the hour and will bring to 
the state In a financial gain thou- 
sands upon thousands of dollars tn 
the time to come for everv dollar 
of cost to the state. It will bring 
good by-ways as well as roow high- 
wayss good schools and more of 
them: better churches and more of 
them. because the rnrosrerous farm- 
er will be able and willing to pay 
for them. It will bring happiness 
and contentment Into the hearts and 
homes of the farmer and his family 
in. the enfoyment of comforts 
hitherto impossible: it will pay up 
his debts or lift the mortgage on 
hie farm or if a tenant farmer, en- 
able him to owr his own farm. 

We have the knowledge to ac- 
complish this great purpose, but 
we have not the facilities to dis- 
seminate it, and henee I say with- 
out fear of successful contradiction 
that the building of a really great 
agricultural college is the most 
pressing and urgent need of the 
state and is the only force that can 
surely guarantee to our state a fru- 
ition of its highest purpose as eéx- 
emplified by Its greatest growth 
and prosperity and happiness.

GERMANY WITHOUT 
REAL LEADERSHIP

New York, June 19.—There are 
‘wo different aspects to the recent 
German election which have at least 
equal importance, namely, the bear- 
ing of the result upon Germany her- 
Self and upon the outside world. In 
no small degree the peace and the 
economic stability of the world de- 
Pend upon a return of the German 
people to’ norma] conditions, both 
for political and economie reasons. 

Now so far as Germany herself 
is concerned it is plain. that the 
election has resulted in no clear 
decision. There has been a great 
change in the streneth of the par- 
ties in the national) assembly. As 
was expected. that coalition which 
has at least nominally ruled for 
nearly a year and a half has opened 
both to the right and to the left. 
that is in the direction of reaction 
and of revolution. The great gains 
at the polls have been made Ly the 
independent socialists. who repre- 
Sent extreme radicalism and by the 
nationalist and people’s party. which 
Stand for the old order and repre- 
sen¢ the Junker. 

Yet sweeping as were the changes 
they have resulted in no clear de- 
cisiom The complicated system of 
counting will probably delay for a 
number «<@fmcdmemeee definitive state- 
ment of the result. yet such esti- 
mateS as are now available disclose 
the fact that combined the majority 
and independent socialists will count 
upwards of 190 members in the new 
assembly against approximately an 
equal number in the last, 185 to be 
exact. Not improbably the final fig- 
ures will show some slizht falling 
off from ’the estimate of 190. but 
nevertheless there will be substan- 
t‘ally the same number of socialists 
in the new house as in the old, 

Change of Faction. 

So far as the socialists are con- 
cerned what has happened has mere- 
ly been a change of faction by a 
vast number off ,members of the 
Party. Dissatisfied with the weak- 
ness of the Ebert government in 
the face of Junker and militaristic 
activities, notably in the case of the 
Kapp rebéilion, 
the radicals have gone over to the 
independent faction. But by con- 
trast the communists, putting up a 
ticket for the first time, were able 
to elect but two members, showing 
that the red strength in Germany 
igs not yet considerable. 

The losses of the center or Catho- 
lic party and of the democrats, have 
been more impfessive. Unmistak- 
ably large numbers of the member- 
ship of these two organizations have 
gone over to the reaction. The re- 
sult is that the old coalition, made 
up of the majority socialists, the 
eenter and the democrats have lost 
that overwhelming majority which 
they acquiréd after tne election of 
January. 1919. They may, indeed 
find themselves lacking in a ma- 
jority. while almost certainlv any 
majority they may be able to scrap: 
torether will be too slight to prom- 
ise permanence. 

"In this situation tt would 
thet there must be a new grou ving 
of parties. The possibility of a 
reunion between the two socialist 


factions is patent. Yet between the 
two there is very great bitterness 
and not a little blood. for the Ebert 
eovernment put down various ris- 
ines with a severity which is ex- 
rlicable only. when itt ts realized 
that the instruments employed were 
the militarists. Any coalition of the 
two socialist groups would certain- 
ly mean the elimination of Ebert 
and his associates and the new 
orientation of the party policies. In 
point of fact, such a step would al- 
most certainly be the forerunner 
of a veal conflict between the old 
nutocracy and the ne socialistic 
and democratic spirit of Germany. 


Possible Formations. 
On the other hand it is conceiv-

able that all the parties might 
unite against the_ socialists, the 
centre and the democrats joining 
hands with the nationals and the 
people’s party. But such coalition 
would have“in turn only an exceed- 
ingly ‘slight majority, if it could 
command any numerical advantage 
at all Moreover it is doubtful 
whether the centre, which contains 
a very large fraction of working 
men, would care to risk its existeuce 
and invite an internal split by go- 
ingg over to the reaction. A fusion 
between*the two socialist factions 
and the Catholic party would seem 
more likely and guch a fusion 
would provide a clear majority for 
some new ministry. 

But after all the majority of ob- 
servers in Germany and out g¢eem 
to hold to the opinion that no one 


of the several possible readjust- 
ments is probable. On the contrury 
there seems, particularly in the 
German press, to be a tendency to 
regard the election ag merely the 
first step in a new coalition of 
chaos and there are insistent de- 
mands.for a new election to avoid 
what promises to be a hopcless 
deadlock. 

Yet one fact seems worthy of 
emphasis. The fall of the majority 
sacialists is primarily to be 
ascribed to the failure of that party, 
since it was the dominant elemer::t 
in the coalition to make good the 
promises, not merely in the matter 
of restoring order and peace at 
home, but in dealing. drastically 
with the old regime. Its failure to 
remove the servants of the old re- 
gime, both in the army and in the 
civil service, its cowardice in the 
face of menaces coming from the 
Ludendorfft crowd. above all its 
abrupt flight from Berlin when 
Kapp struck and its subsequent 
failure to punish those, responsible 
for that rising, these circumstances 
have naturally and justly destroved 
its credit with democratic and,radci- 
cal Germany. ‘ 

Just at present the outside worid 
seems to be more fearful of bolshev- 
ism than of Prussianism. There 1s a 
tendency in many quarters to view 
with equanimity the return to con- 
trol of the old gang in Germany, 
because with all its faults, that old 
yang did know how to pregerve or- 
der and to crush anarchy. Both in 
Britain and the United States there 
has been little sympathy for Ger- 
man democracy because that uem- 
ocracy has been and uhmistakably 
remains radical, radical beyond 
anything existing in the political 
liie vf either the United States or 
Great Britain. 

Short-sighted View. 

Yet this, after all, is not impos- 
sibly a short-sighted view. The one 
party in Germany which is frankiy, 
honestly, wholeheartedly hostile to 
the old order, to the junKkers and to 
the militarists, the independent 
socialist party. Its accession of 
strength is a gain for the single 
political force which can be 4e- 
pended upon to seek democratic 
ends at least to the extent of get- 
ting rid of the Ludendorffs and 
fighting all such reactionary efforts 
as the Kappist rising. : 

And it is perfectly idle to sup- 
pose that there is going to be any 
way of changing Germany from 
without. If there is to be a new 
Germany, if the German people are 
actually to turn their backs upon 
the ideas and the leaders respon- 
Sible for their recent world war, 
then the revolution must be accom- 
plished by men who belon=- to the 
independent socialist party. That 
it will be a rose water affair, or 
that the democracy which results 
will be like or even pleasing to our 
British and American ideas is - ‘t 
to be expected. The most that one 
hope must be that it will be 
anti-Prussian, 

By contrast all other expedien:s 
are certain to end as‘has that of 
the majority socialists. The I:ad- 
ers of this party were time-servers. 
They had been the servants of the 
old regime before the war. During 
the war they had voted the credits 
and supported the annexationis: 
policies of the junkers. Called to 
power on the morrow of the col- 
lapse they had promptly r de 
terms with the old order. They 
‘'acked the courage and the convic- 
tion to undertake a rea) reform 
anl when the radicals, the extrem- 
ists, led by Liebknecht, Rosa Lux- 
emburg and Kurt Eisner endeavor- 
ed to turn what was a sham into 
a real revolution Ebert and his 
crew turned to the army of the old 
regime and turned it loose. 

And the army repeated in Berlin 
its achievements in Louvain. No- 
where in Belgium or northern 
France was there more wanton kill- 
ing, more inexcusable atrocities, 
than in Germany following the 
revolution of January and Feb- 
ruary, 1919. Men and women whe 
had fought against the war during 
it. who had openly opposed credits 
and frankly demanded peace, were 
murdered by the tools of the old 
army on the pretext that they were 
seeking to spread bolshevism in 
Germany. Thus not only was the 
revolution a sham, but the army 
was able undér its cover to pay 
old scores and eliminate men and 
women who were seeking to wring 
about a real change in Germary. 

If the majority socialists do not 
make a fusion with the independ- 
ents; if they turn to the right 
again and seek to make a bargain 
with still another reactionary 
group, or if the majority socialists 
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chase is made ornot.

What has 
happened has been that the mod- 
erate parties have lost ground.: In- 
stead ot a more or less moderate 
group controlling overwhelmingly, 
us happened at the last election, the 
great strength has gone to the 
xroups who wishtoemploy extreme 
methods, either the extréme radical- 
ism of the independent socialists or 
the egstreme reaction of the people’s 
party and ‘the nationalists. The 
mass of the German electorate is 
tired of compromises, it is tired of 
half-way measures, the radicals are 
tired of co-operation with the mod- 
erate reactonaries, the reactionaries 
are done with association with tke 
less extreme of the radicals. 

What does all this mean for the 
rest of the world? Nothing immedi- 
ately pleasing, that is certain. Ger- 
many is not going to settle down 
to pay her debts and work out her 
iailure if the present election is 
any criterion. By contrast she is on 
the edge of a real domestic politi- 
cal struggle, @ battle which may 
lust indetinitely and lead to almost 
immeasurable consequences. The 
great gains of the reactionaries are 
Sains tor leaders and groups which 
advocate the - repudiation of the 
treaty of Versailles. The success 
of the independent socialists are 
successes ior a party whieh can 
only g§2#in power sufficient to apply 
its pr.nciples as a consequence of a 
real revolution. 

Meantime the world is waiting on 
Germany tor thé# payment of the 
first contributions to meet the 
terms of the treaty of Versailles. 
France, Belgium, Italy are prac- 
tically dependent upon German pay- 
ments to balance their budgets. And 
there is not the smallest present 
Promise that Germany will pay. A 
few weeks hence the allies are to 
meet German representatives at the 
first real conference since the war. 
his conference is to deag with the 
great problem of reparations, of 
Germanys financial obfigations. 
But as a consequence of the elec- 
tion Germany can send no represen- 
tatives to Spa who will speak for 
any substantial majority of the na- 
tional legislature. 

Without Leadership.

In 
xeneral we shall have a policy of 
Open defiance up to the point of 
actual hostilities and the same 
time a passive but peuliicons effort 
to evade.and escape Performance 
under the peace treaty. 

But if, the reactionaries lose, if 
the real socialists gain the upper 
hand, their success can hardly come‘ 
Save as a detail in a real domestic 
Struggle. So far there has been lit- 
tle real progress in getting rid of 
the old order. The army is still 
potent and controlled by its no- 
torious leaders, the public services 
are chiefly in the hands of the old 
machine. The real battle has stil] 
to be fought, the battle which Eb- 
ert and the majority  sdcialists 
abandoned. We have had for nearly 
eighteen months little more than a 
camouflage democracy in Germany. 
The majority socialists who have 
held office have held it only at the 
price of leaving things approximate- 
ly as they found them. 

Tn sum the real battle has still to 
be fought, if Germany is to be dem- 
ocratic. That any considerable 
number of Germans, even socialists 
have bolshevist sympathics. seems 
not to be the case. But the Ruhr 
episode indicates how easy it is for 
a general strike to drift into some- 
thing closely approximating an- 
archy. After the election as before 
Germany remains a problem for the 
rest of the world. In her new na- 
tional legislature there is less prom- 
ise of orderly progress than there 
was in the old. Chaos has iIncréas- 
ed its area rather than diminished 
its holdings. Prophecy is idle be- 
Cause even the best informed ob- 
servers frankly confess their inabil- 
ity to read the signs of the times.

Experi- 
ente has demonstrated that the 
present syStem of taxation is in- 
adequate to meet @emands and con- 
ditions. Such changes should be 
made in the laws as are necessary 
to provide a-system that will ade- 
quately meet the state’s necessary 
demands and accomplish the results 
indicated. 

“T believe that all applications for 
clemency should be nassed upon 
nromptly. It shall be my policy to 
hear arguments only in cases of 
conviction on felony charges, after 
they have been passed upon by the 
state prison commission, and in all 
misdemeanor cases where the recom- 
mendation of the prison commission 
is indorsed upon the application. 
that shall control. It is my firm 
conviction that no apPlication for 
clemency should be allowed to re- 
main on the docket without action 
for a longer period than sixty days 
after the date of filing. 

“T would be absolutely fair to 
both labor and capital. I point with 
pride to my record for fairness to 
both and in giving to every per- 
son and every legitimate interest 
a square deal. 

Law Enforcement. 


“My earnest and active co-opera- 
tion would be given to all officers 
charged with the enforcement of 
law. If our government is to live 
as a democracy, our laws must be 
enforced and remain supreme. 

“T believe that good roads are es- 
sential to the lIfare and mate- 
rial development of our great estate 
I favor the development of high- 
ways with adequate provision for 
the equitable distribution of state 
and national funds among the va- 
rious counties, so that all the peo- 
Dle may be benefited by this interna! 
development. 

“I have aided in every legislative 
effort to give pensions to confed- 
erate soldiers ahd the widows of 
soldiers. I am in favor of libera) 
pensions to them and the prompt 
payment of the same. 

“I favor the development of the 
agricultural, industrial and economic 
interests of the state along every 
line\which will bring prosperity and 
happiness to our people.

with the departments of this state 
and the national government to es- 
tablish proper markets for farms 
and factories in Georgia. 

Agriculture.

If, however, warrants 
must be discounted. then that ex- 
pense should be placed upon the 
whole state and not upon the teach- 
ers alone. 

“Some form of estate control over 
the distribution of text books should 
be devised to the end that book de- 
positories supplying the schools be 
required to make fair and equal 
provision for all the schools in this 
state. 

An Office of All People. 


“To no particular order, eect. 
class or creed, but to the great mass 
of white voters who constitute the 
democracy of our state am I appeal- 
ing for support.

sideration which it deserves. 

“If the state is to continue its 
policy of maintaining free schools 
for the education of its children,” 


he adds, “and furnishing pensions 
tu its confederate veterans and their 
widows, as well as maintaining the 
eleemosVYnary institutions of the 
state, then revenues must be pro- 
vided and should be raised by* law 
in keeping with the conditions of 
the present time. 

“Our uniform ad valorem system 
having failed for a number of years 
to supply the revenue for the state's 
absolute requirements, has been sup- 
plemented by special license fees 
and other revenues of more or less 
doubtful legality. All interests 
which enjoy the protection of the 
law should bear their just propor- 
tion of the expenses of government. 
Some equitable and just method 
should be found for taxing what is 
known as intangible property, and 
making it contribute to the state 
just as tangible. visible property is 
now taxed. Under the law no dis- 
tinction is made, but in practice’ it 
is quite apparent. that very little 
of this property ever gets on the tax 
books.”

Mr. Fwilbright calls attention to 
the fact that, according to the tar 
digests, all deposits in banks, notes 
accounts and other evidences of debt. 
owned by the people of Georgta on 
January 1, 1919, amounted to only

date no less than $85.000.000 in

“It is not unreasonable to assume,” 
Mr. Fullbright continues, “that notes 
accounts and other evidences of debt 
were’in excess of money on hand, 
and that the total amount of so- 
called intangible, invisible wealth 
which escaped taxation in 1919 was 
yabout $800,000,000. This is almost 
as much as the total property re- 
turn of that year. “Ought not the 
general assembly to give the matter 
serious consideration?” 

Mr. Fullbright quotes the assur- 
ance given by the tax commission 
of Mississippi to the .-gislature of 
that state in its last anzfual re- 
fport, which says: “We wish to as- 
sure you that no s ate in the union 
nas had better laws for tax dodgers 
than Mississippi has had." He adds 
that, considering the situation in 
Georgia, we may well question the 
correctness of this assurance. 

The tax commissioner reviews the 
work done last fall in the group 
meetings with the county tax of- 
ficials, followed by the state-wide 
meeting in Atlanta, at which an 
honest effort was made to arrive at 
the approximate Value of the real 
property returned by the various 
counties and the relation which it 
bore to the assessed value. There 
was no possible way of arriving at 
the value of other classes of prop- 
erty. as county real estate was the 
only class the quantity of which was 
shown on the digest. As a result 
of these investigations, the esti- 
mated actual value of all the real 
property in Georgia was found to be 
$3,011,398,413. Thisefigure must be 
taken as a minimum valuation. as 
the estimates furnished by the coun- 
ty tax officials for their respective 
counties were for the most part ac- 
cepted, and these officials naturally 
placed the valuations as low as. they 
honestly could.

MOTORCYCLE POLICE 
FOR STATE PROPOSED 


Macon., Ga., June 19.—(Special.) 
When the legislature convenes next 
Wednesday the Bibb county dele- 
gation will be prepared to present 
an unusually large number of bills, 
at least one of which will be of 


state-wide interest, while several 
of the others will be of great im- 


portance locally. 

With a view to putting an end 
to automobile speeding, the Bibb 
representatives now have under 
consideration a bill providing for 
a system of state motorcycle po- 
lice, the various counties of the 
state being given the option of 
creating such forces. The unusual- 
ly large number of accidents due 
to speeding on Bibb county’s new- 
ly paved highways has impressed 
the representatives with the neces- 
sity of doing “something to protect 
the public, and it is believed spe- 
cial officers mounted on motor- 
cycles assigned to patrol the dif- 
ferent highways will solve the 
probl , 

Probably the most important 
bill as regards Bibb county and the 
entire Macon judicial district, com- 
prising Bibb, Houston, and Craw- 
ford counties, is that providing for 
the creating of an additional judge- 
ship for the district. This measure 
has already been drawn, and pro- 
vides for the appointment of an ad- 
ditional superior court judge, the 
term to run concurrently with that 
of Judge H. A. Mathews until Jan- 
uary 1, 1923, when a new judge 
shall be elected by the voters of 
the district, the salary to be the 
Same as that now paid Judge 
Mathews, or $5,000 a year. 

The question of having Bibb 
cbunty made into a separate judi- 
cial circuit was consic red for a 
time, but it was decided this would 
not help matters, as Judge Mathews 
Blready spends forty- -eight out of 
the fifty-two weeks in this coun- 
ty.

The abolishment of the 
commission oar mean the saving 
of about $2,500 a vear to the city, 
and will be oe means of definite- 
ly placing responsibility for the 
conduct of the two most important 
arms of the city government. 

A bill has also been prepared 
calling for an increase in the sal- 
ary of the mayor of Macon, makine 
his annual pay $5,000 tnstead of

C. & N. Cuts Dividends. 


To add to this feeling of uncer- 
tainty, last week Chicago and 
Northwestern, which had been pay- 
ing dividends since 1864, with the 
rate 7 per cent since 1901, unexpect- 
edly reduced ita annual rate to 5 
per cent. sor yeurs and years 
Northwestern sold in the open mar- 
ket for $200 or more a share North- 
wesiern found a piace at the very 
bottom of the strong boxes of very 
rich men when some of the present- 
day aristocrats in the list of rail- 
way securities were selling for a 
f-w ceuts a share. But since the 
war Northwestern, like all rai.roal 
eecurities and for that matter ponds 
of all eovernments, have been de- 
clining in price in response tc the 
high cost of raising new capital. 

Last March the price of North- 
western was down to 91%. J.ast 
week it was 81%. Then came the 
unexpected announcement of the 
dividend reduction and the price 


dropped to 66%. Those who have 
followed Northwestern’s career 
closely for the past twenty years 
know that the company was bottled 
up in competition with Northwest- 
ern, Great Northern, Union Pacific, 
Atchison and roads like Illinois Cen- 
tral that were directhy connected 
with Ieng haul systems; that the 
management of Northwestern had 
hesitated about building to the 
coast until the rise in the cost of 
capital made such a course impos- 


dend rate from 7 per cent to 5. 
Later in the week it was learned 
tat western directors of thése com- 
panies were on their way east to 
declar: the regular quarterly 1% per 
cent dividends. However, there 
were many people who still believe 
that the recent declines in seasoned 
dividend paying erailway S&hares 
foreshadowed dividend reductions. 

It is possible that one company in- 
cluded.in the foregoing table may 
reduce.its dividend. But in that case 
as was the case with Northwestern 
dividends should have been reduced 
long ago. As for the others era 
is no reason to look for dividend 
reductions. 


Under the Esch-Cummins bill the 
railroads are to get 6 per cent on 
their property account which does 
not include “other income” obtained 
from outside investments. Take the 
case of Northern Pacific. For 1919 
“other income” amounted to $39,- 
565.000: for 1918 to $11.395,000: for

That means that the company earn- 
ed less than 6 per cent on its stock 
from direct opertions. but a harid- 
some surnlus over dividends includ- 
ine “other income.” 

Under the new law anything 
earned on property account over 6 
per cent, which does not include 
“other income” must be divided 
equally with the government, Roads 
like Northern Pacific, Great North- 
ern, IUinois Central, Union Pacific 
will not have to make any division 
of surplus earnings with the gov- 
ernment? because a large part of 
their surplus for dividends comes 
from “other income.” Hence there 
is no reason on that grounds to re- 
duce dividends.

Print cloths have 
eased a little and have been dull. 
Sateens, twills and other lining fab- 
rics are muc easier in second 
hands, mills 'making no effort to 
secure new business or meet sec- 
ond-hand prices now. 

Fine yarn goods have been very 
quiet. Converters are doing little 
in finished goods in the way of new 
orders, but are delivering. on old 
orders. Finishing costs have been 
advanced and comparatively little 
new business is being placed. Yarns 
are easier and knit goods are dull. 
Mercerized hosiery has been reduced 
in price.

uct Output: Far Too 
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our dairy 
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Small and Prospect Not 
Encouraging. — 


That Georgia has in excess of 
10,000 cows engaged in commercial] 


,¥™Miik production, but that tne busi- 


mess is mot prospering in such « 
Way as to encourage further devel- 
opment, néeded even to supply our 
home demands for dairy products, 
ds the chief feature of a report by 
State Veterinarian Peter F. Bahn- 
Sen, Which was made pubift yes- 
terday. Dr. Bahnsen blames the 
dealers. in “manufactured or pow- 
dered milk” for what he terms the 
Unsatisfactory condition of the 
home dairy business. 

He says that it would require 
15,000 cows, each capable of giving 
7,500 pounds of milk annually, to 
supply our butter and cheese re- 
quirements alone. The salient fea- 
tures of his report are as follows: 

“Statistics gathered show that we 
have in excess of 10,000 cows en- 
Saged in commercial milk produc- 
tion. This embraces only dairy 
cOWs supplying the larger cities 
with sweet milk or cream. “An aver- 
age of 75,000 gallons of milk is 
Shipped into the cities of Atlanta, 

con, Augusta and Savannah 
monthly, which represe about 30 
per cent of the entire’ fresh milk 
supply of these cities. The remain- 
ing 70 per cent is supplied by dairies 
located near enough to the cities 
to deliver their milk direct to the 
consumer. 

“These figures are not any too 
encouraging for the dairy branch 
of our agricultural development. 
From a production viewpoint it 
shows that there are as yet a large 
number of unprofitable cattle in 
Our dairy herds. Two hundred and 
fifty thousand gallons of milk a 
month amounts to only about 8,300 
gallons per*day out of 16,000 head 
of dairy cows. Assuming that an 
average of 30 per cent of these cat- 
tle are dry, we then only average 
10 pounds or 1 1-5 gallons of milk 
per ¢ow daily production. 

“However, economic production is 
by no means the dairyman’s only 
problem, he suffers even greater 
loss in distribution. 

Cost of Distribution. 


“Wholesale milk brings from 35 
to 50 cents per gallon in the mar- 
ket. A glass of milk, 7 ounces or 
less, at hotels, restaurants and sod 
fountains retails at 10 cents saah 
or $1 per gallon. In other words, 
thee man who owns the farm 
and equipment to produce and mar- 
ket milk gets from 35 to 50 cents 
per gallon wholesale; the public is 
served with this milk a $1.80, leav- 
ing the middleman, or middlemen, a 
profit of from $1.30 to $1.45 per 
gallon. A very significant and im- 
Portant fact is that whether the 
producer receives 35 or 50 cents 
per gallon the price to the ultimate 
re-nsumer is the same—10 cents a 


glass. 

“This injustice must be corrected. 
The cons@€mer pays more than is 
necessary and the producer don’t 


. wet enough to meet fixed and un- 


avoidable expenses incurred in \pro- 
duction. 

“Unscrupulous milk dealers 
milk, manufactured out of milk 
powders, periodically to glut me 
mfrket in order to compel the pro 
ducer to accept a lower price for 
his perishable product. This the 
dealers deny. Yet, when a bill was 
introduced to compel all dealers 
selling milk manufactured out of 
milk powders to plainly label this 
product ‘Manufactured Milk,’ the 


use 


nufacturers ef milk powders em- 


ployed counsel, paid lobbyist, who 
fought strenvouslv to prevent the 
passage of the bill. Some of the 
milk dealers attended the commit- 
tee meetings regularly and ranted 
wth much fervor as !f they were 
about to be deprived of their birth- 
right. If this product, milk. manu- 
factured out of milk powders, is 
half as good as they claimed it to 
he before house and senate commit- 
tees. whv do they object to let the 
public know what thev are buvinet 
by labeling the concoction what it 
really is—‘fanufactured Milk.’ 
Milk Inapection. 

“Milk inspection is a modern ne- 
cessity. The inspectors secured 
1.150 special samples of milk and 
iee cream for analysis during 1919. 
Much of their time is devoted to 
dairy inspection. The inspection of 
dairies, milk depots and ice cream 
manufactories has been under the 
supervision of Henry F. Branham, 
assisted by J. H. Mills. Whenever 
possible their work has been con- 
ducted in co-operation with the city 
health authorities. 

“Ilinder date of December 29, aft- 
er careful consideration, authoriza- 
tion for the manufacture and-sale 
of frozen milk products was re- 
voked. All ice cream sold in the 
state of Georgia must contain not 
less than & per cent butter fat. 

“The purchase of dairy products 
during the#Vears of 1918 and 1919 
presents a most forceful and elo- 
quent argument for an extension of 

industry. 

“In 1918 it required 53,791,169 
pounds or 6.254.786 gallons of 3.7 
per cent milk to make the cheese 
imported into and consumed in 
Georgia. 

“Tt required 76,301,280 pounds or 
8.874.567 gallons of 4 per cent milk 
to manufacture the butter we pur- 
chased from other states. 

“Te required 18.585 cows, capabla 
of vroviding 7.000 pounds of milk 
eaeth to supply the state with her

Writing a novel,as a sequel to a 
play, Sir Harry has used a method 
which pleasantly disregards the 
technique of both literary forms 
and would no doubt greatly dis- 
lease the people who are ablé to 
teach ahy man who can read and 
write ‘the perfection of either 
techniqué: in a dozen or so long 
distancé ‘lessons. As all good 
snavians will doubtless remember, 
Vivien Warren was the lady 
equivalent - of a matrematical!l 
wrangler and. probably understands 
the Einstein theory perfectly. but. 
after all, any’ one’s characters and 
anyone's plot will serve admirably 
for the delightful ramblings of so 
clever and unhurried a writer. 

As Indoor Sport.

The 
lives of Emmy and Alf will ob-

To Do Narsing Service 


Atlanta 


The Atlanta chapter of the Red 
Cross has adopted a public nursing 
service as the principal feature of 
the chapter’s peace program. 
service will be inauguyated within 
the next month, and will be within 
the means of any person who can- 
not afford hospital bills or the em- 
ployment of a nurse in his or her 
home, r 


Through this new department of } 


the Red Cross there will be made 
available to Atlanta people the serv- 
ices of eight Red Cross nurses. 
With a readiness at all times to 
meet emergencies, the Atlanta chap- 
ter of the Red Cross has added the 
additional purpose of aiding in she | 
public health program, the policy: 
being followed in the legMing chap- 
ters of the American Red Cross so- 
ciety in many sections of the coun- 


try. 
Peace Program. 

The peace program of the Atlanta 
chapter of the Red Cross was de- 
cided upon by meefings of the ex- 
ecutive board of the chapter Tues- 
day and Friday. A committee ap- 
pointed by Lee Ashcraft, chairman 
of the chapter, to decide upon the 
peace program, included Robert ‘Par- 
ker, Mrs. James L. Dickey, Mrs. Al- 
bert Thornton, Jr., Rabbi Marx and 
R. K. Rambo. They reported in 
favor of the public health nursing 
service Friday. 

“The Red Cross is inaugurating 
this movement, one of teh most im- 
portant for public health in the his-, 
tory of Atlanta,” declared Mr. Ash- 
craft, “because its officials believe 
that, at the present time, no better 
service could be rendered the com- 
munity than this. 

“It must be remembered,” con- 
tinued Mr. Ashcraft, “that though 
the Red Cross did the most extwen- 
sive—the most marvelous amount of 
war work—in the history of the 
world, it is, nevertheless, a peace 
organization w#ich existed and was 
active twenty-five years previous to 
the war, aiding in eevry emergency 
calling for relief recorded in taht 
preiod of time. 

“In defining our present plan,” 
said Mr. Ahscraft, “Atlanta’s nurs- 
ing service is practically - confined 
to two kinds—that of the public 
health nurses employed by the city, 
whose work is chiefly among. the 
poor of Atlanta, and that of the 
registered nurses, who work almost 
exclusively in the hospitals and the 
homes of the well-to-do. There is 
no nursing service available to the 
family that does not wish to accept 
charity, has the means to pay for 
some service, but cannnot afford to 
send the patient to a hospital or 
secure a nurse in the home at $35 a 
week and up. . 

“Morevoer,” pointed out Mr. Ash- 
craft, “the public health nurses of 
the city have their hands full al- 
ready, winter and summer; the pri- 
vate hospitals are so crowded that 
reservations must ,be made weeks 
ahead of time; the facilities of Gra- 
day have lon gbeen inadequate, and 
the shortage of registered nurses is 
so great that they are very diffi- 
cult to obtaim even when the pa- 
tient is financially able to employ 
them. 

Te Get More Nurses. 

“The Red Cross,” said Mr. Ash- 
craft, “proposes to help meet the 
need for more nurses in a-way that 
wili fill the long-felt want of peo- 
ple of lesser means for a limited 
nursing service in their homes. 

“The need for a visiting nursing , 
Service im Atlanta was first 
stressed by the Atlanta Anti-Tuber- 
culosis association,” said Mr. Ash- 
craft, “but they felt the associa- 
tion wag not able to undertake this 
service in addition to its exclusive 
work in the tuberculosis field. It 
was then proposed to ‘create a sep- 
arate organization to be known as’ 
the Atlanta Visiting Nurse associa+ 
tion, but when the Atlanta chap- 
ter of the Red Cross agreed to un- 
dertake the service as the major 
part of its peace-time’ program, this 
was the arrangement made, thus 
opviating the necessity of calling 
on public support and public money 
for another ‘drive’ at this time 
and another new organization.”

Negroes Learning 
To Help Themselves 


A recent report shows briefly the work which has been done by 
the negroes themselves to reduce illiteracy among their own race. 

The work in Atlanta is largely due to an Atlanta colored woman 
who gave her services to the cause of showing the necessity of it, 
and urging others to volunteer their services in the same direction. 
She brought the work intelligently before the white friends of the 
cause and secured/funds to help in the work, and she has succeeded 
in getting two of the classes to reduce illiteracy made permanent, 
these classesiespecially adapted to people who work during the day. 

The illiteracy classes for negroes are being operated on the prin- 
ciple of helping people to help themselves, and the encouraging part 
of the work among the negroes is that after learning themselves they 
are passing the message on to others of their race, urging new re- 
cruits every night to the illiteracy classes. 

The advantage of the reduction of tliiteracy among the negroes fs 
a matter which should be gratifying to the white race, the more 
thoughtful of whom see the advantage of the negro’s being trained. 

Illiteracy and ignorance constitute a menace to any state or group 


of people regardless of their race gr color, and it has a part in every | 


problem of our present day civgfzation; therofore the necessity to 
encourage the present intelligent effort being made by Atlanta ne- 
groes to reduce their quota of illiteracy.

The foreign relief work consists of con- 
tributions to the national children’s 
and the French and Belgian orphans and 
the making of toys, dolls and layette out- 
fits for the Junior Red Cross orphanages 
abroad. ~

As the money for the most part 
is taken out of the state to be spent 
elsewhere, the loss is not confined 
to the purchasers of bad stock, but 
all of the people are victims. 

Georgia was one among the first 
half-dozen states to pass a “blue 
sky” law and when passed in 1913 
her law. copied largely from the 
then law of Kansas, was as good as 
any then in force. Since that time 
the promoters have been busy in- 
venting schemes to evade the law 
and other states have passed ‘aws 
much more stringent than Geor- 
gia’s. Now thirty-three of the 
states ha “blue sky” laws. Some 
of them, ORio, Michigan and South 
Dakota, fOr example, have laws that 
are “burglar proof” in so far as 
crooked promotions are concerned. 
The result is that the “fake” stock 
sellers, forced to get out of states 
like those above named, are flock- 
ing into Georgia with their wares 
and our laws must be strengthened 
if the people are to be protected. 

Three Leading Fakes.

|dlers are as numerous as fleas on 
a -mangy dog, the bulk of their 
present operations fs limited to 
three general classes: oil stock, ex- 
ploitations of patents and oil land 


leases. 

The three are named in the or- 
der of th difficulty of dealing with 
them under the Georgia law. The 
first class can be reached in a 
general way and many companies 
coming under this category have 
been barred from the state by 
Secretary McLendon. The law is 
not adequate to reach the second 
class, but by compelling patenteces 
to deposit their stock in escrow in 
hig office, Mr. McLendon has gone 
far to meet its defects. The last 
‘Class cannot be handled under the 
law at all with the result that 
lease peddlers are reaping a har- 
vest, taking hundreds of thousands 
of dollars annually from the state 
with no possibility of return. 

A few figures will show the ex- 
tent of this evil. Last week the 
state geologist of Texas wired, in 
response to an inquiry from our 
geologist, Dr. S. Y. McCallie, 
there were only 250 square miles 
of land in Texas that could be 
classed as oil-bearing. Even this is 
larger than the area of producing 
well territory. There are in 250 
square miles 160,000 acres. Now of 
the 172,000,000 of acres of land in 
it is reported on good au- 
thority that 150,000,000 are under 
lease for oil rights.” 

Oll Lease Humbug. 

These leases can be readily ob- 
tained in many instances for as 
low as 10 cents an acre. In the 
great majority of them there is no 
expectation whatever by the origi- 
nal lessees of anybody ever “Loring 
for oil on the land leased. The 
lessees peddle the tracts so obtain- 
ed all over the United States except 
in Texas and states like Ohio which 
bar them out. They offer parcels of 
10 acres or less for $25 per acre 
Or as much more as they can get. 
The gullible Georgian buys, know- 
ing that he cannot bore for oil him- 
self, but hoping to wake up rich 
some morning when the holder of a 
neighboring parcel who did bore 
has struck oil. But the holder of 
the adjoining lot nourishes the 
same delusion and the money of 
both of.them is gone forever. 

So numerous have these leases 
become that>-it is known that many | 
Texas counties are from six months 
to a whole year behind in placing 
them upon record. They are entire- 
ly within the law of Texas and no 
law of Georgia can touch them. 

The Ohio law reaches them easily 
enough by putting all offers of sale 
made in Ohio of any interest in 
lands lying outside of the state un- 
der the jurisdiction of the securi- 
ties’ commissioner, who is the offi- 
cer in Ohio charged with the en- 
forcement of the “blue sky” law. 

Another vital defect of the Geor- 
gia law is the Jack of machinery to 
administer it. Over and above the 
other duties of his office the legis- 
lature pitched into the lap of the 
secretary of state the “blue sky” 
law without giving him any addi- 
tion ®o his office force to carry it 
out. He can require of all appli- 
eants to sell stock a statement of 
the nature and prospects of the 
business filed in his office, but he 
has no means of investigating the 
truth .of that statement or of as- 
certaining how much essential] in- 
formation has been withheld. The 
situation would be similar if, in a 
criminal trial, the state were con- 
fined to the defendant’s statement 
and could not compel the attend- 
ance of witnesses to support the 
indictment. Of course when de- 
frauded stock purchasers complzin 
they can be heard on an applica- 
tion to cancel the license of the 
concern that bilked them, but it is 
too late then, for they have al- 
ready parted with their money. 

How Ohio Fights Fraud. 

In Ohio the securities commis- 
sioner, who draws a salary of $4,000 
per year, has an assistant with a 
$3,500 salary, a chief inspector with 
$2,750 and seven additional inspec- 
tors with $2,000 each. It is the 
duty of these inspectors to make a 
personal investigation on the 
ground of every applicant for per- 
mission. to do any business coming 
within the scope of the securities 
department. The duties of these in- 
spectors therefore carry them into 
every state in the United States and 
into Canada. All expenses of ex- 
amination are defrayed by the ap- 
plicants for licenses. The, expenses 
of the securities’ depar mént, which 
run about $45,000 per year, are met 
by license fees and renewals. In 
fact the securities’ commissioner re- 
ported last year that the income of 
the department was about $15,000 
in excess of expenditures. 

No provision is made in the Geor- 
gia daw for renewals, a license when 
onee secured being perennial, while 
the license fee is only $25 against 
$50 in Ohio. Mr. McLendon believes 
that stock selling companies should 
be compelled to renew their li- 
censes annually. There should be 


that |' 


at least one competent office man 
to examine carefully all applications 
for license and to hear complaints, 
and one or more traveling inspéc- 
tors to carry the inves‘igation into 
the home offices of applicant com- 
panies, the latter ing expenses. 
Georgia is the only state with a 
“blue sky” law in which licenses 
are perpetual 

The law should be amended, the 
secretary of state thinks, so as tB 
require patentees to deposit their 
stock in escrow tntil dividends are 
paid or until it is released by a ma- 
jority of purchasing stockholders. 
While he now has more than $3,00,- 
600 of such stock in his office, the 
law does not require its deposit 
there. The Ohio law does, and the 
securities’ commissioner of that 
state reports that he has more than 
$12,000,000 of such stock put in es- 
crow. 

Mr. McLendon holds that some re- 
strictions ought to be placed on ad- 
vertising by speculative concerns in 
the press and in circulars used by 
salesmen and sent through the 
mails. The Ohio law has strict reg- 
ulations in this respect. Companies 
should be compelled, he says. to file 
with the secretary of state the 
names and addresses of all persons 
to whom stock is sold, so that, if 
legal action is necessary for their 
protection, they can act together. 

Need fer Prosecutions. 

Besides this. Mr. McLendon points 
out that the criminal features of the 
law need strengthening so that 60- 
licitor generals and other prosecut- 
ing attorneys shall be required to 
make cases against violators of the 
law on information furnished by him 
and prosecute them vigorously~He 
has had some difficulty in getting 
prosecuted certain parties who have 
offered’ for sale stock in Georgia 
without even applying fer a license 
to do so. Unless these cases are 
prosecuted, he feels that there is lit- 
tle hope of maintaining a proper 
respect for the law. 

For some time after the progres- 
sive laws of Ohio, Michigan and 
South Dakota were passed, their op- 
eration was much hampered by at- 
tacks made upon them in the courts. 
The subject has been finally passed 
upon by the supreme court of the 
United States, however, and all 
three laws were upheld in their en- 
tirety. This gave a stimulus to the 
protection cf the people against 
swindling speculative enterprises. 
the value of which can hardlv be 
overestimated and the imnort of 
which should be_ borne in mind by 
the Georgia lawmakers. In the 
leading case of Hall vs. Geiger- 
Jones company. upholding the Ohio 
law, Justice yprery — the 

inion of the court, said: 
OP We have verv lately decided a 
case upon the principle of the pow- 
er of the state to prevent frauds 
and impositions—242 U. S., page 
153. The principle applies as well 
to securities as to material prod- 
ucts. the provisions of the law nec- 
essarily varying with the objects. 
As to material products the pur- 
pose may be ‘accomplished by a re- 
quirement of inherent purity. The 
intangibility of securities, they be- 
ing representatives or purporting 
to be representatives of something 
else, of property. it mav be. in dis- 
tant states and countries—schemes 
of plausible pretensions—reauires 
a difference of provision, and the 
integrity of the securities can only 
be assured by the nrobity of te 
dealers in them. This assurance 
the state has deemed necessary for 
its welfare to require; and the re- 
quirement is not unreasonable or 
' ropriate.” 

Wauiaes the changés already sug- 
gested, Mr. McLendon believes that 
securities should be divided into 
classes, as under the Ohio and I[lli- 
nois laws, and that different re- 
ouirements should be made for se- 
curities of universally recognized 
value and purely speculative issues. 
While, of course, securit.es author- 
ized by the railroad commission d® 
not now come within the scope of 
our “blue sky” law, there are many 
other investment stocks, which. 
under a strict construction of the 
law are placed on the same basis 
as speculative oil and mining is- 
sues. 

Another suggestion made by the 
secretary of state is that all sales- 
men employed by dealers should 
be required to file in his office af- 
fidavits from responsible parties 
showing their good character and 
that each should be required to pay 

fee. 

E It is a noteworthy fact that, 
while in the early days of blue 
sky” legislation, such laws were 
regarded with suspicion as an un- 
warranted interference by govern- 
ment with business, they are now 
meeting with almost universal ap- 
proval. Practically all the honest 
business men of Ohio have in- 
dorsed her “blue sky” law, because 
they know that it turns money into 
the channels of honest investment 
which would otherwise go _ into 
“wildcat” speculations. 

If the general assembly this year 
makes the needed changes in the 
Georgia “blue sky” law, it ie be- 
lieved that citizens of this state 
well be saved millions of dollars 
annually and that the money s0 
saved will go into more wcurthy en- 
terprises greatly needed to develop 
Georgia’s resources.

George and Beck dissenting, the su-

Mr. Colclough alleged that he was 
acting under duress at the time the 
transaction was concluded. the con- 
Sideration of the note being that 
the bank would abstain from pros- 
ecuting the plaintiff’s son for em- 
bezzlement. The case of Miss Es- 
telle Colclough. administratrix. was 
brought to cancel a note and deed 
made by her deceased mother act- 
ing under the same pressure.

“SAUTY was once thought to be

How is it done? That is just what 
Il propose to tell you, dear sister wom- 
an.

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the discovery of the Grand Duchess

And yet another curious thing is 
the fact that the czar’s mother, the 
Dowager Empress Marie, is thor- 
oughly convinced that he is alive, 
since she has received news of the 
most reassuring nature, the source of 
which she of course refuses to dis- 
close. A person who saw her within 
a month in Copenhagen has written to 
me on the subject, and told me she 
expressed the absolute certainty that 


her gon had been’ spared. Besides 
this, young Prince Youssoupoff, who

was mixed up in the murder of Ras- 
putin, and who is one of my danch- 
ter’s close friends, said to her ip 
lon barely a fortnight ago tf 
doubted the whole story of/ 
peror’s assassination. if 


To cap the climax of all these 
doubts being cast upon the bolshevist 
tales, there comes the very strange 
and unexpected reappearance of one 
who was supposed to have perished 
in the same mysterious massacres in 
darkest Russia. The other day the 
Countess Nathalie Brassov, the mor- 
ganatic wife of the czar’s only broth- 
er, the Grand Duke Michael Alexan- 
drovitch, arrived in London with her 
boys. She succeeded in escaping from 
the bolshevists after it had been defi- 
nitely announced that she and her 
husband had been killed. 


And not only is she alive and safe 
with her sons, but she declares that 
the grand duke is alive and well in 
Siberia, and that, so far as she 
knows, the emperor’s children are 
also alive, although she despairs of 
ever seeing the czar and czarina. 


One fact stands out uncontroverted. 
The body of no member of the Ro 
manoff family has ever been pro- 
duced, and this failure destroys the 
strongest prop of the soviet godvern- 
ment in its evident wish to convey 
the impression that the reigning house 
of Russia has been destroyed, for eyen 
in common law the’ corpus A 
must be produced in order to estab- 
lish a case. 
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In fact. the soviet government did 
neither. It only informed us that 
Nicholas Romanoff had be shot, 
without saying where or oe or by 
whom. It refused any explanation as 
to what became of his family and of 
their attendants. And the so-called 
proofs, which were found by Kol- 
chak’s investigators and given by 
them to the British commission sent 
to discover the facts, only add to the 
mystery. 

To begin with the first days of the 
first revolution: After his abdication 
Nicholas II. asked the two deputies 


from the duma, Mr. Gutschkoff and gkoe Selo. 


Mr. Schoulguine, who had come to 
see him at Pskov, what he ought to 
do, and whether he could return to 
headquarters. They assured him that 
he was absolutely at Mberty to go 
where he liked, 

Here comes thg second mistake of 
the czar, the first one having been 
that of abdicating in favor of his 
brother and not of his son. This sec- 
ond mistake consisted in not return- 
ing at once to Tzarskoe Gelo, and 
starting immediately for Bnogland or 
Sweden or Denmark, where he would 
have been received hospitably. He 
might have gone thence in his yacht 
with all the members of his family. 
It is said that the filness of his chil- 
dren prevented this trip. But the lat- 
ter could haye been carried on board 
the vessel without risk if he had only 
had sufficient energy to think of it. 

Instead of fleeing, the deposed sov- 
ereign returned to Mohilev, which 
gave time for the new government to 


recover its scattered wits, and to de- 
cide that it would be advisable for it 
to yield to the clamors of the extreme 
radical parties and put the former 
“monarch under arrest. 


There was absolutely no reason or 
excuse for doing so; no more reason 
than there was for the French na- 
tional assembly to lock up Louis XVI 
and his family in the tower of the 
Temple. Nicholas was in such ill re- 
pute with all parties, even with his 
foreign allies, that he presented no 
danger to the cause of the revolution, 
and it will remain forever a stain on 
the memory of the first government 
that took up the reins of power after 
his abdication, that it lent itself to a 
scheme which led to Ekaterinburg, 
and the real denouement of which is 
still a matter of world-wide doubt. 

For five months the imperial fam- 
ily remained under guard at Tsarskoe 
Selo. They did not seem to realize 
in the least the true significance of 
all those passing events. At least 
the emperor did not, though he dis- 
cussed sometimes with the few at- 
tendants left to him, Count Bencken- 
dorff and Prince Dolgoroukoff, the 
possibility of his being tried for im- 
aginary offenses which he rather 
feared might be attributed to him. 


He was aware, to a certain extent, 
of the unpopularity of his consort, 
and he feared that she might be mado 
the scapegoat for the sins of her ad- 
visers and ministers. But, neverthe- 
less, he believed implicitly that his 
former subjects would not dare ar- 
raign him or the empress before the 
bar of public opinion, and this pre- 
dominant idea caused him to elose his 
eyes to the threatening clouds which 
were gathering around him from all 
sides. 

In the meanwhile, the new govern- 
ment had come to a decision in regard 
to him. It was a cruel decision, one 


justified by nothing which had gone 
before, and was entirely against the 


principles which this administration 
had proclaimed when it had issued an 
edict declaring that banishment in 
Siberia as a punishment was abol- 
ished. But notwithstanding this de- 
cree, the cabinet, which undoubtedly 
included honest men, decided to dis- 
patch its former emporer and autocrat 
to Siberia. 

Kerenski took it upon himself to in- 
form the prisoners of their fate. How 
he performed this task no one knows. 
4nd how they received the tragic 
news has also never been told. 

But when the mournful train, which 
carried to the distant north so much 
dead and past grandeur and such ter. 
rible misfortune started on its jour- 
ney, it was noticed that the miserable 
people about to travel by it appeared 
as unconcerned as if they were going 
on a pleasure trip and that none 
among them seemed to realize or to 
understand all that it implied and to 
where it might lead. 

The question as to who was to ac- 
company the imperial family in its 
exile had arisen as soon as this ex- 
ile had been decided upon. Prince 
Dolgoroukoff, notwithstanding that 
he had a young wife, immediately de- 
clared that he would follow his mas- 
ters everywhere, and Doctor Botkine, 
their faithful medical attendant, said 
the same. A young lady in waiting, 
Countess Hendrikoff, expressed an 
identical determination, and so did 
the aged Count Benckendorff, who 
had been master of the household of 
Nicholas II for long years, but the 
czar refused to allow him to make 
the sacrifice on account of his age 
and the frail condition of his health. 

Therefore, the traveling party con- 
sisted of the emperor, the empress, 
their five children, Prinee Dolgorou- 
koff, Countess Hendrikoff, the tutor 
of the little Grand Duke Alexis, a sai- 
lor who had always been in attend- 
ance on the boy, and of whom the 
latter was excessively fond; Doctor 
Botkine, the emperor’s valet, and one 
of the empress’ maids; fourteen peo- 
ple in all. 

They reached Tobolsk about one 
week after their departure from Tzar- 
There they were taken 
to the house of the governor of the 
province, a rather dilapidated build- 
ing, lacking in thes most elementary 
comforts, but surrounded by a garden 
‘and rather more cheerfyl than the 
rest of this most cheerless of towns. 

So much for the facts of the ezar’s 
detention by the bolshevists, which 
are well established. Next week we 
shall discuss in detail further events 
whick followed violent quarrels in the 
soviet government concerning his 
destiny—differences of opinion among 
the soldiers and workmen which as- 
sume considerable importance in the 
assembling of all the facts in the 
case. There will follow easily proven 
facts about the crown jewels, which 


have become a factor in the proof 


of death of the czarina. And that 
most startling tale of all—concerning 
the girl admirer and loyal adherent 
of the czar—remains to be told in 
full detail. |

problem presents complexities to the 
average citizen attempting to arri7e 
at the correct result figured to each 
separate mill, and City Comptroller 
B. Graham West has worked out the 
answer and arranged the result in a 
chart on which the fraction of a mill 
may be readily followed as it does its 
part in meeting some municipal ex- 
penditure. 

As a glance at the statistical wheel 
will indicate, every dollar of taxes or 
other revenue paid into the city’s 
coffers undergoes most thorough and 
complete dissection and it must be 
pared with a very sharp instrument in 
order that some part of it may be dis- 
tributed to meet every one of the 
multifarious needs of Atlanta’s gov- 
ernment. 

Through the plan as outlined the 
sum of $6,291,769.49, estimated income 
of the city for 1920, will be spent. The 
various departments are divided into 
subdepartments showing how much 
money will be spent in the operation 
and maintenance of each. 

Completion of the June 
sheet which was adopted by city coun- 


finance 


cil at its recegjt meeting showed a 
deficit for the remainder of the year 
of $195,908.79. Though this deficit is 


about as large as that which faced the 
city at the close of 1919 the financial 
condition is really much imffreved. 
Extra Appropriations Voted. 
The finance committee last year in 
making up the January and June 
budgets found it necessary to resort 
to an extensive pruning process in 
appropriations to departments in or- 
der to pull the city out of the financial 
hole into which it had slumped.

Havana, Cuba,—(Special.)—Twenty- 
five thousand Cubans, suddenly rich 
from sugar, intend to visit summer 
resorts in America, France and other 
parts of the world this summer. Al- 
though most of these islanders have 


sweltered through every hot summer 


of this tropic clime, they have now 
caught the fever of travel and excur- 
sion which thousands of American 
tourists bring to Havana in winter. 
Many wealthy natives are planning to 
<0 in search of old family ties, long 
ince broken and left in Spain, Por- 
‘gal and France. 

The richest man in Cuba is said to 
be a Signor Lopez, who caine here 
from Spain forty years ago, and began 
selling trinkets in the crooked, dirty, 
little streets of this town. Saving 
enough to buy land, he invested in 
sugar plantations while cheap, and is 
now enjoying a fortune estimated at 
$500,000,000, with no income tax. In- 
mdentally, he owns large printing 
works in Havana, which do the en- 
graving of lottery tickets for the gov- 
ernment. | . 

In the wake of wealth here, how- 
ever, many unfortunates are left to

their misery. Perhaps no place in the 


western hemisphere harbors more 


beggars than Havana. Mendicants in- 
fest every corner and cafe, praying 
the gay spenders for the price of a 


meal. Usually the millionaires are 


generous, tossing a piece of silver to 
the poor devils, while all the time the 
countless ‘hurdy-gurdles of the quaint 
old city grind out the tunes to which 
the high livers dance. 


Many Cuban statesmen are exercis- 
ed over the wholesale dealings in su- 
gar plantations. Some natives are re- 
peating vigorous warnings against the 


tendency of landowners to sell out 
completely to Americans and other 
foreigners. The fear is growing that 
Cuba may divest itself of its natural 
resources, and all agricultural, lands, 
while immigrants eontinue to come in 
to cultivate the cane-growing regions. 


The diplomatic appropriations bill 
which has been passed in Washington 
eliminates necessity of passports in 
traveling from the United States to 
Cuba. This provision is being con- 
sidered with keen interest here. While 
in the past many merchants and tour- 
ists have been annoyed at the red 


tape which entangled voyagers from 
Key West to Cuba, Cubans are now 
wondering whether, since the bars 
have been let down, the riff-raff of 
the population of the United States 
will drift toward Havana for no 


other purpose, perhaps, tLan to get a 
drink. The legislation rendering pass- 
ports unnecessary, however, is likely 
to benefit Cuba, on the whole. Cuba, 
in fact, is said to have asked for this 
freedom of passage, and one of the 
missions on which Secretary of State 
Desvernine recently went to the Amer- 
ican capital was to urge the adoption 
of this part of the diplomatic appro- 
priations bill, it is said. 


A Suggestion for Solons. 

Americans who imagine that their 
congress in Washington is impossible 
when, it comes to transacting busi- 
ness efficiently,’ should Visit Cuba. 
The latest development in the Cuban 
congress is a strike of legislators, 
who refuse to attend sessions. This 
absurdity is considered outlandish 
even in Cuba. The alleged idle ways 
of representatives and senators at 


the American capital are deplorable 
enough when they fail to form a 


quorum, but no’ lawmakers in the 
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United States have yet gone on an 
actual party strike. 

The following interesting announce- 
ment appears in a June issue of “La 
Lucha,” published in Havana: 

“The Congressional Strike.” 


“Inasmuch as the Miguelista mem- 
bers ‘of the house of representatives 


have refused to attend the sessions 
since congress was reopened last 
month, their presence being necessary 
for const.tuting a quorum, the senate 
has been reduced to inactivity. ... 
If at leas the absence of the congress- 
men from the sessions were compen- 
sated by their not receiving par for 
services which they have not render- 
ed, the treasury would be so much 
the gainer; but the injustice to Cuba 
is that the country is suffering through 
their inactivity, and yet, paying for 
such suffering. This is what aggra- 
vates the case.”

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It was in the summer of 1918 that 
the Germans made their only attempt 
at what might be called an offensive 
against their American enemies. Be- 
tween the beginning of May and the 
end of October, 1918, five German 
submarines crossed the Atjantic and 
torpedoed a few ghips en our coast. 
That submarines could make this long 
journey bad not long been known. 
Singularly enough, however, the im- 
pression still prevails in this country 
that the German U-boats were the 
first to accomplish the feat. In the 
early fall of 1916 the U-53, commanded 
by tLat submarine officer, Hans Rose, 
who has been previously mentioned 
in these articles, crossed the Atlantic, 
dropped in for a call at Newport, R. L., 
and on the way back sank a few 
merchant vessels off Nantucket. A 
few months previously the so-called 
merchant submarine Deutschland had 


made its trip to Newport News. The 
German press, and even some pro- 
German sympathizers in this country, 
hailed these achievements as marking 
a glorious page in the record of the 


German navy. Doubtless the real pur- 
pose was to show the American peo 
ple how easily these destructive ves- 
sels could.cross the Atlantic; and to 
impress upon their minds the fate 
which awaited them in case they 
maintained their rights against the 
Prussian bully. As a matter of fact, 
it had been proved long before the 
Deutschland or the U-53 had made 
their voyages that submarines could 
cross the Atlantic. In 191s not one 
but ten submarines had gone from 
North America to Europe under their 
own power. Admiral Sir John Fisher 
tells about this expedition in his re- 
cently published memoirs, In 1914 
the British admiralty had contracted 
for submarines with Charles M. 
Schwab, president of the Bethlehem 
Steel company. As international law 
prohibited the construction of war 
vessels by a neutral in wartime for 
the use of a belligerent with which it 
was at peace, the parts of ten sub- 
marines were sent to Canada, where 
they were put together. 
marines then crossed the Atlantic 
under their own power, and were sent 
from British ports to the Dardanelles, 


These sub-, 


where ,they succeeded in driving 
Turkish and German shipping out of 
the Sea of Marmora. Thus a cross- 
ing of the Atlantic by American sub- 
marines had been accomplished be- 
fore the Germans made their voyages. 
It was therefore not necessary for the 
two German submarines to cross the 
Atlantic to prove that the thing could 
be done: but the Germans doubtless 
believed that this demonstration of 
their ability to operate on the Ameri- 
ean coast would serve as a warning 
to the American people. - 

What They Would Have Meant. 

We were never at all deceived as 
to what would be the purpose of such 
a visit from our entrance into the 
war. In the early part of 1917 the 
allies believed that’ the German 
U-boats might assail our coast, and I 
so informed the navy ,department at 
Washington. My cables and letters of 
1917 explained fully the reasons why 
Germany might indulge in such a 
gesture. Strategically, as these dis- 
patches make clear, such attacks 
would have no great military value. 
To have sent a sufficient number of 
submarines to do any considerable 
damage on the American coast, would 
have been a great mistake. Ger- 


many’s one chance of winning the 


war with the submarine weapon was 
to destroy shipping to such an extent 
that the communications of the allies 


with the outside world, and especially 
with the United States, would be cut. 
The only places where the submarine 
warfare could be conducted with 
some chance of success were the 
ocean passage routes which led to 
European ports, especially in that 
area south and southeast of Ireland 
in which were focused the trade 
routes for ship sailing from all parts 
of the World and destined for British 
and French ports. With the number 
of submarines available the Germans 
coud keep enough of their U-boats at 
work in these areas to destroy a 
large number of merchant ships. 
Germany thus needed to concentrate 
all of her available submarines at 
these points; she had an inadequate 
number for her purposes; to send any 
considerable force 3,000 miles across 
the Atlantic would simply weaken her 
efforts in the real scene of warfare 
and would make her submarine cam- 
paign a failure. The cruises of sub- 
marines on the American coast would 
have been very much longer and 
would have been a much more#erious 
strain on the submarine than were 
the shorter cruises in the inshore wa- 


ters of Europe. As has already been 
explained the submarine did not 
differ from other crafts in its need 


for constant repairs and careful up- 
keep, except that perhaps it was a 


-more delicate instrument of warfare 


than any other naval craft, and that 
it woulti require longer and.more fre- 
quent periods of overhaul. The Ger- 
mans had no submarine base in Amer- 
ican waters and could establish none. 
Possibly, as the newspaper writer has 
pointed out, they might seize a de- 
serted island off the coast of Maine 
or in the Caribbean, and cache there 
a reservoir of fuel and food; unless, 
however, they could also create at 
these places adequate facilities for 
repairing submarines or supply them 
with torpedoes and ammunitioa, such 
a place would not serve the pr=pose 
of a base at all. 
of the German submarines could have 
made the cruise to:the American 
coast and operate successfully there 
so far away from their bases: for-any 
considerable time. 

. Anything resembling an attacking 
force on American harbors was there- 
fore improbable. Yet it seemed from 
the first that the Germans would 
send an octasional submarine into 
our waters, as a measure of propa-

ganda rather than tor the direct dhs. 
tary result that would be achieved: an 
American destroyers and other ves- 


sels were essential to the success of 
the whole antisubmarine campaign 
of the allies. The sooner they could 
all be sent into the critical European 
waters the sooner the German scheme 
of terrorism would end. If these de- 
stroyers, or any considerable part of 
them, could be kept indefinitely in 
American waters, the Germans might 
win the war. Any manoeuver which 
would have as its result the keeping 
of these American vessels, so indis- 
pensable to the allies, out of the 
field of active warfare would thus be 
more than justified and, indeed 
would indicate the highest wisdom 


on the part of the German navy. The 


ic principle of dividing your 
forces is just as valuable in

years Admiral Mahan had been in- 
strugting American naval officers 
that fs first rule in warfare is not 
to divide your fighting forces, but 
always to keep them together, so as 
to bring the whole weight at a given 
moment against your adversary. Two 
of the fundamental principles of the 
science of warfare, on land and sea 
alike, are contained in the maxims: 


For many. 4° 
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Keep you? own forces concentrated, 
always endeavor to divide those 


of the enémy. Undoubtedly the best 
method which Germany could use to 
keep -destroyers in our own 
waters to make the American 
people believe that thefr lives ané 
property were in danger; they might 
accomplish this by sending a subma- 
rine to attack our shipping off New 
York and Boston and other Atlantic 
seaports, and possible even to bom- 
bard our harbors. The Germans 
doubtless believed that they might 
create such alarm and arouse such 
public clamor in the United States 
that our destroyers and other anti- 
submarine craft would be kept over 
here by the navy department, in re 
sponse to the popular agitation tc 
protect our own coast. This is th 
reason why American headquarters ir 
ndon, and the allied admiralties, e: <- 
pected such a visitation. The Gez- 
mans obviously endeavored to crea de 
the impreSsiom that such an attac:k 
was likely to occur at any time. Thi 
was part of their war propaganda 
The press was full of reports that 
such attacks were about to be made 
German agents were continually cir 
culating these reports.

I wonder how many of the more 
than twenty-five thousand federated 
club women of Georgia have helped to 
obliterate illiteracy in their communi- 
ty—have taught even one person to 
read and write? 

I wonder if you have thought seri- 
ously of what it means to a person 
not to ke able to read a he-tl or paper 
or to write a letter. That these peo- 
fle can only know what is happening 
at home or abroad as some one tells 
them and what it might mean if some 
one failed to tell them aright. 

Have you thought of what it means 
to a state to have thousands of men 
and women who cannot read the 
Bible? Must believe it only as “some- 
body” tells them, and what -if that 
“somebody” should give the wrong in- 
terprethation of the Scriptures? 

Political Situation. 

I wonder if you have seriously con- 
sidered the effect upon the political 
situation in our state (and it is al- 
ready evident) if these men and wom- 
en can know only as “somebody” tells 
them and what if that “somebody” 
should scatter undesirable propagan- 
da that would bring about discord and 
discontent. 

1 would that I had the space to tell 
you of all the things that I have seen 
and heard while making a canvas for 
the night schools for illiterates in my 
community, and I trust that every 
woman who feads this story will feel 
impressed to help some man or wom- 
an “look above the ghadows in the 
valley of life and see the Hight on 
God's everlasting hills.” 

A Storv. 

The story I am going to tell you is 
one of the many incidents I met with 
while making the canvas with Miss 
Mattie Tyus, state organizer of illiter- 
acy work. It was an humble little 
home and the mother of grown-up 
children told us of her lonely life be- 
cause she could not read nor write. I 
wish every woman in Georgia could 
have heard that cry of anguish from 
a mother’s heart because she couldn't 
write a letter to her boy while he 
was a soldier in France. Nor could 
she read the letter he wrote to her. 
The sob@ that shook her frail body 
when she told of how she would love 
to write letters to her other children 
_ who lived many miles away.

Then there is the young married 
man with wife and baby who is so 
handicapped in his life’s work because 
of his lack of education, and the help 
we are givi to him is one of in- 
estimable value. 

I believe this fs the greatest work 
of the club women of today—a work 
more far-reaching in its results than 
any other club activity. It is the foun- 
dation on which we can build every- 
thing that pertains to the welfare of 
cur state and country. 

Leoking Across Valley. 

She was standing on the porch of her 
humble little home looking out across 
the valley below when I first saw her. 

It was quite a pretty scene that 
greeted my vision.

“I marri young and the many 
carés and burdens of housekeeping 
and the rearing of my children kept 
me so busy that I didn’t realize what 
I missed by not knowing how to read 
and write ‘till my boy went to France,

It was of the afternoon of my last 
visit I want to tell you. The far- 
away look has gone from the eyes, 
for she has seen the dawn of a new 
day. Though her face ig turned to- 
wards the sunset of ‘life, a light has 
fallen across her pathway that will 
iNumine the way to the end of the 
journey. 

She bade me good on the Httle 
porch where I first met her. The rays 
of the setting sun cast a glimmer of 
xolden light over the hills and for the 
fi time she looked above the 
shadows in the valley and saw the 
sunlight on God’s everlasting hills.
